I have,  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1963,  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urhan  District  of  Bromsgrove, 

The  population' increased  by  680  persons.  There  was  an  excess  of 
births  (668)  over  deaths  (422)  leaving  a natural  increase  of  246*  This 
means  that  334  more  persons  migrated  into  the  district  than  left  it,  which 
represents  an  increase  by  migration"  of  104  families. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy  seven  houses  v/ere' comple  ted  and  occupied, 

69  of  them  being  provided  by  the  local  authority. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  remained  very  satisfactory. 

There  was  the  usual  increase  in  measles  notifications  which  we  expect 
every  other  year.  These  accounted  for  about  82^  of  the  notifications. 
There  was  also  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  notifications  of  scarlet 
fever,  but  there  is  at  present  no  indication  that  this  disease  is  being 
accompanied  by  the  complications  that  were  all  too  frequent  some  years 
ago, 

A gratifying  feature' is  the  low  death  rates  of  infants  under  1 year 
per  1,000  live  births  (13,4?)  and  the  death  rates  of  infants  under  4 
weeks  of  age.  per  1,000  live  births  (7.49)  compared  with  the  figures  for 
En/?.land  and  Wail.ps  (21, 1 a.nd  14.2  respectively). 

The  reason  for  the  fall  in  the  number  of  vacci.uati.ons  under  1 year 
is  explained  in  the  report. 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  report  the  formation  of  the  Bromsgrove 
association  for  the  V/elfare  of  Old  People  with  representatives  from  various 
voluntary  organisations  in  the  District  and  their  appointment  of  a full- 
time paid  Organising  Secretary  enabled  mainly  due  to  a generous  grant  by 
the  Council.  I have  no  doubt  that  this  Association  will  do  much  to 
improve  the  welfare  of  old  people  in  the  Urban  District  in  the  years  to 
come. 


I am  grateful  to  the  Officers  and  clerical  staff  of  the  Health 
Depa.rtment  for  their  help  and  co-operation.  To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Comraittea,  I should  like  to  expjfess  my  appreciation  of 
their  continued  support.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  report  of  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  I963, 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  year  I963  saw  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  Public 
Slaughtei house , and  throughout  the  year  killings  remained  high,  the 
average  weekly  killings  based  on  the  whole  year  being  1^2  cattle,  ^3 
calves,  760  sheep  and  110  pigs.  The  amount  of  meat  inspection  and 
general  supervision  required  the  services  of  one  full  time  insnector 
throughout  the  year  and,  on  oacasions,  of  two  inspectors  at  peak 
killing  periods.  As  was  anticipated,  many  teething  problems  had  to 
overcome  and  minor  alterations  and  improvements  made  during  the  first 
months  of  operation,  but  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  considering 
the  limited  space  available  and  the  high  throughput  of  animals,  the 
Slaughterhouse  settled  down  to  a smooth  routine  and  functioned 
satisfactorily. 

During  the  year,  one  new  Private  Slaughterhouse  was  opened  to 

existing  slaughterhouse  incapable  of  being  made  to  comply 
;vxth  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations  I958.  This  licence  was 
granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  on  appeal.
